occasion is one that rebuts the legal.inference of 
malice, it is for the prosecutor to prove actual 
malice against the defendant, and if he fails to 
do this, ‘submit that this prosecution cannot 
.be maintained, and'that there is cither.no case 
for a jury, or it is your lordship's duty to direct 
the juty‘to returna verdict of “ not guilty.” The 
question of priVilege is the essence of this case, 
and that simply means, as I have already. stated, | 
‘that public-criticism~is-justified~in-law-unless-
